At the Diocesan College tonight 
at 8.15 Ivor Williams will introduce 
the subject of discussion, "Must 
Philosophers Disagree?" before the 
Philosophical Society in their sec- 
ond open meeting this year. This 
meeting is being held at the Col- 
lege, which is situated at 3473 Uni- 
versity street, l)eside the Montreal 
High School, instead of Strathcona 
Hall, where the meetings are usual- 
ly held. 

"Must Philosophers Disagree?" is 
the title of a series of essays by F. 
C. S. Schiller of Oxford University, 
the first essay of which deals with 
this subject specifically. The ques- 
tion leads directly into the theory 
of knowledge, known as epistem- 
ology among the philosophers, and 
also into the question of the nature 
of philosophy, which the Philoso 
phical Society usually discusses at 
the beginning of the session. 

Ivor Williams will give a short 
talk to explain the topic and then 
the floor will be open to discussion. 
The executive states that the dis- 
cussion will probably bear out 
Schiller's contention ' that philoso- 
phers must disagree. After the dis- 
cussion refreshments will be served 
and the meeting will break up into 
informal groups.

Charities Campaign Falls 
Behind in Attaining 
Objective 



As the Student's Amalgamated 
Charities Campaign swings into the 
fourth day of its drive, the pace is 
slowing . up considerably, till now 
it is little , more than a limp. 

Up to last evening, the sum total 
of the students' collections was 3 
per cent, of this year's quota. Sev- 
eral of the Faculties have not even 
sent in any returns, which either 
points to a complete lack of student 
interest or an appalling lassitude on 
the part of the canvassers. ' 

Thç Faculty which is out in front, 
is as usual one populated by the 
fair sex. The Graduate Nurses at 
the present time have collected 50 
per cent: of their objective, which 
|n the light of the total percent col 
lected, is a fine showing. 

Last year's campaign had collect- 
ed in the same period approximate- 
ly six per cent, of last year's quota 
of $3,500. At the end of the cam- 
paign they had only collected slight- 
ly more than half of their total. Un- 
less the rate of movement of the 
present campaign does not acceler- 
ate 25 per cent, of a quota of $2,- 
850 will have' been collected from 
a student body of over three thous- 
and members! 

It certainly is not the fault of the 
Executive, who have spared neither 
time or pains to help ' make the 
Drive a success. All canvassers were 
supposed to have been appointed by 
last Monday morning and' to have 
everything under control, so they 
could go right ahead that day. 

If this was done, then it is thé 
canvassers themselves who are fall- 
ing by the'wayside. The only way 
to get anywhere is to keep right 
after their prospects and "dun" 
them till" they "come across." Those

•jPHERE are three methods of introducing 
'i' ' freshmen to the university— you can 
^ )Saze them, or you can organize a "freshman 

jcamp." 

■ . The first two have their advantages, 
but, where possible, we feel that the last 
tnethod best accomplishes its aim — that of 
welcoming the freshman class and giving 

■': its members a chance to get to know each 
other. . 

Fantastic?— perhaps, but the plan has 
alrèady been tried below the border, and 
the experiments have worked very well. 
«K:^ The main idea. is as follows: in the fall, the 
freshmen register a week before the upper- 
•lassmen, and then go out of town until lec- 
ures commence. During that time, several 
upperclassmen and a few professors ex- 
plain the general routine of college and give 
advice concerning courses and extra-curri- 
cular activities. 

The advantages of such a camp are 

■ inàny,.we believe. In the first place, there 
is enough time to choose courses âènsibly, 
instead of trying to do so in an hour or 

' two and then regretting the mistakes for 
the rèst of thè year. Then after such a "pre- 
yjèw" of college lifè, the freshman does not 
take so long to get into the swing of things 
whëh the session begins. Finally, practi- 
ically everybody gets to know all his fellow- 
(classmen after a week of discussion and re-

The Bookshelf 



KARL MARX, by E. H. Carr; J. M. Dent & 
Sons (Canada) Ltd.; Toronto; The Aldins 
Library Edition; pp. 300; price $1.50. 
When E. H. Carr's biography of Karl Marx 
fir^ made Its appearance four years ago it was 
hailed by the critics and the readhig public 
as the outstanding book on Marx, The Obser- 
ver called it "easily the best biography o£ Karl 
Marx in any language," The rest of the liter- 
ary world could do nS^'oire^than amplify that 
statement It was because of such unanimous 
plaudits that the publishers have decided to in- 
corporate it in the series^c^il>pok8 known as 
the "Aldine Library." BiwS^înciûded In this 
series are generally of the type which have 
proved their worth as "permanent" reading 
material. The series includes such outstand- 
ing successes as Lord Snell's "Men, Movèmenls 
and Myself" and Worby's "The Other Half." 
All these books are priced within the range of 
the average book owner, and have almost in- 
variably been reprinted from a much more ex- 
pensive edition. 

It would be futile, in the face of such uni- 
versal acclaim, for this reviewer to attëmpt to 
reiterate all the praise that has been heaped on 
Mr. Carr. We would, however, like to aâû that 
seldom has there appeared a biography, of so 
controversial a character as Mar:^ which has 
not been tinged with a certain degrèe of par- 
tiality, either one way or the other. 

In (he present , work E. H. Carr has suc- 
ceeded In attainbig that state. He has delved 
deeply into all the existing records of the life 
of Karl Marx, has perused the documents in 
the possession of the Marx-Engels Institute of 
Moscow, and has had the aid of several authori- 
ties on Marx. Out of all this vast array of in- 
formation Mr. Carr has compiled an authentic, 
impartial and unbiased record of the life of one 
man. He has striven, and lias attained, that 
degree of objectivity which has enabled him 
to see both sides of the man who fathered the 
most controversial doctrine of society during 
the past hundred years. 

Mr. Carr's objective, as he states in his 
preface, is not the interpretation of Marxian 
doctrines, nor the condemnation thereof. He 
sets out primarily to depict the circumstanes at- 
tendant upon the evolution of the man Marx. 
The contacts, endeavours, and tribulations 
which have gone to make up the story ol this 
man's life are clearly delineated in completely 
objective terms. The character of the man is 
mhiutely scrutinized in all its virtues and faults. 
The general impression which remains after the 
book has been read is clear-cut, panoramic, and 
true to the last detail. Truly, this is a master- 
piece of biographical study. — L. N. P.

TESTAMENT, by R. C. Hutchmson; Farrar it 
Rhinehart; pp.. 693; price $3.00. 
Testamént is essentially thè story of an 
ideal and a man who pursued^it, firm in his 
conviction, despite the cimijradlôtory evidence 
of savage suffering and wanton mutilation that 
life daily presented to him, that "whosoevèr 
will save his life shall lose it, and whosoever 
will lose his life shall find it." In the years 
before the war Count Anton Scheffler was a 
brilliant lawyer in St, Petersburg who defended 
political prisoners in the Czarist courts. During 
the war, because he refused, with firm con- 
tumacy, to lead several hundred repatriated 
wounded men back into activé service, he was 
courtmartialled by the "bigwigs." Loyal friends 
endeavour to free him by èvery possible mèans 
but it is not until the 1917 October revolution 
that he is momentarily freed to tirade against 
army arbitrariness and myopic Czarisf auto- 
cracy. But it is the Talé of Two Cities again; 
in his championing of an innocent man whom 
the violent radicals (no different from the per- 
fervid French revolutionists of 1893) wish to 
make example • of, he espouses his own lost 
cause, at once becomes persona non grata with 
thé Party, and the same chauvhiism that he de- 
nounced and despised hi the Czarist and army 
regimes submerges him agaiii in this thirà new 
form. 

R. C. Hutbhinson has written with the vast 
breadth and skilful literary humaneness thàt 
merit this hovel béhig placed in that small lib- 
rary niche we réserve for "possessions." 
Throughout this superb work the style, grace- 
ful, forceful, realistic in the best sense, polish- 
ed and straight-forward, never wavers. The 
powerful narrating' keeps moving long alter 
the reader has finl^ed the last sorrowful, poe- 
tic passage and put the book away. The wlll< 
bigness of Anton's persecutors to free him if hé 
will but sign the> documents proclaiming his 
intransigèance and culpability and his astute 
philippics against doing so lead to one climax 
after the- other until the festèrhig, bestial na- 
tures of the autocracy, the army, and the 
amaurosis of the nèw Party are buried in the 
tombs of his eloquènce. The many characters 
are delineated with the trenchant artistry of a 
Durer. The continually changing background 
of Russian villages, barracks, courts euid street 
life are depicted with the plenitude and exacti- 
tude of detail of a Pre-Raphaelite but the cumu- 
lative effect is hardly less vivid than some of 
Goya's incomparable war etchings. The dia- 
logue is especially: noteworthy for Its fidelity, 
strength and naturalness. -^L. L. S.

THE MANDRAKE ROOT, by Martha Ostenso; 
Dodd, Mead & Co., Toronto; pp. 304; price 
$2.60. 

In stark, outspokën language Mattha Os- 
tenso, author of "Wild Geésà," "Thé Dark 

Dawn" and "Stone Fields," entangles her char- 
acters in the inexorable web of Fatè, from 
whence they are left to dangle in mid -air, to 
choose between slow strangulation and self-in- 
flicted death. 

The story of The Mandrake Root is woven 
around the Freaudian theme of a woman's ir- 
repressable urge for Motherhood. It is to this 
atmosphere that the reader is introduced from 
the outset 

To the landed, gfottryk^^tiM^all town of 
Oxford, Lydia and An^ew Clarence are a haii- 
pily-married couple, self-sufficient unto them- 
sélves. Unfortunately thè landed gentry of 
Oxford prove to be mistaken In indiiag human 
emotions by means of visible phenomena. Ironi- 
cal in the extreine is the «dection. <4 .tbe.bHU- 
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tiful ceuQtnr home "Solbakken" as tiie wtthis 
for the tragedy in store for the Clarences. Eric 
Sterne, a sensitive disillusioned young man is 
marked out by Lydia as her victim, when he 
arrives to revisit his ancestral home. Agsinat 
this peaceful background the writer paints in 
lurid colours a picture of suffering and thwarted 
human endeavour. Lydia succeeds in luring 
Eric, against his better judgment, into her trap. 
While struggling half-heartedly to escape, Eric 
reads in the journal of his grandfather a pas- 
sage which might have been an extract from 
his own autobiography,— it tells of the Man- 
drake Root, the vegetable which induces fer- 
tility in the women who eat it. The writer 
of the diary comments on the terrific hard- 
ships which a woman will endure in order to 
conceive children, and he cryptically remarks 
that "what I say it women give us proudly our 
sons and then shackle us forever with our 
pride in these sons. Women, . . . wars sleep In 
their eyes, behind the milky veil of peace!"

STUDENTS AT U.B.C. FIGHT 

AGAINST HIGH FEES 
Campaign Committee Lays Plan 

Before Alma Mater Society for 
Endowments and Govern- 
ment Aid 

University of British Columbia — 
(C.U.P.)— U.B.C. students gave a 
unanimous vote of confidence to the 
Student Campaign Committee ap- 
pointed last spring to obtain im- 
proved accommodation and a reas- 
onable' fee-rate, when that commit 
tee presented its formal report at a 
meeting of the Alma Mater Society 
today. 

The committee expressed the 
opinion that the Board of Cîover- 
nors, in calling on the students to 
provide additional facilities by 
raising fees S25 in all faculties, had 
not borne their true responsibility 
as legislators of the University. 

"We remain one of the few uni 
versities in Canada that have not 
been endowed," they stated, "and 
the committee feels that the Board 
should awaken to the true needs 
and future of the University, and 
bring to us large private subscrip- 
tions." 

The belief was reaffirmed that 

problems of finance and accommo 
dation could not be carried out un- 
til the following points were set* 
tied: 

1. A building plan setting up 
funds so that money would be 
available every two or three years 
to provide for buildings and their 
equipment. 



2. A plan whereby money for an- 
nual operation would be provided 
by an annual grant for fixed costs, 
plus student fees, plus Government 
grants determined by registration. 

"It should be remembered that 
the students of this University have 
never yet commenced a campaign 
that has not been successfully car 
ried out," said Morris Bclkin, who 
read the report to over 900 students 
assembled for the meeting.
